The benevolent Rousseau, who devoted 
himself to his fellow creatures, sent his 
own children to the Foundling. 
Henry 
VIII, a genuine adorer »1 the fair sex — 
Hut 
enough of 
ex amples. 
I have 
quoted sufficient to show to p osterity 
that my hero, Cap tain Hip p olyte Steel, 
ad jutant of the Royal Hlank shire volun­ 
teers, was not the first person recorded 
in history whose ot herwise unex cep tion­ 
able character was marred by a defect 
He was good look ing 
and p atriotic, 
courageous and genteel; he had AM00 a 
year of his own in land, never smok ed 
it baeoo, was a bona fide mem ber of the 
church of England and the best shot in 
his regiment— but he was not p unctual. 
There was the rub. 
He had indeed a 
c< nventional respect for time just as 
men of fashion have for women, but his 
behavior toward the same was abom i­ 
nable. 
In drill, it is true, he made his 
men k eep time, but we all k now how 
easy it is to correct the faults of others. 
He never k ep t it himself; 1 think 1 may 
really say never. 
Of course there is a great deal of r ub ­ 
bish talk ed about the value of time. 
Commercial gentlemen, who p ull out 
their watches and m utter “ tut, t ut , " 
when the omnibus stops at the corner, 
do not impose up on the world so much 
aH they hope to do. 
We are well aware 
it is not really a vital m a tte r w hether 
they begin reading the newsp ap er at 
their office at 10 precisely or a t 10:15. 
The city would not collapse if they were 
even an hour late, nor (between our­ 
selves) would it lie of much consequence 
even to them. 
They are a set of hum ­ 
bugs as respects the imp ortance of their 
every moment.; it is one of the engines 
that they emp loy to persuade the p ublic 
of the gigantic character of their op era­ 
tions. 
As though one day was not just 
as good as another for mak ing money! 
It is curious that even the rank and 
tile of the commercial army affect this 
ex aggeration of the value of their time. 
“ Give mu 24 hours to turn about in, " 
says some poor wretch surrounded by 
creditors, “ and you shall all be p a id ." 
W hat is the good of his turning round 
in 24 hours, lik e the globe itself? “ Tim e 
is m oney," runs their foolish proverb, 
whereup on it was once wittily observed, 
“ Then, if you give me time, it is the 
same tiling as if I gi \ o you m oney," 
which is quite a new way to pay old 
debts. 
Lawyers also mak e a great deal of 
fuss about the value of their time, but 
with better reason, for they charge folk s 
not for what they do for them so much 


a s for tin* time they tak e in doing it, 
which is one reason, among many, why 
luwsuits are so prolonged. 
It is to the 
credit of the other professions that they 
do not boast themselves in this p articu­ 
lar, for although the clergy are e m ­ 
p hatic a Unit the value of time it is not 
upon mere tim e ’s account, but on the 
relation which it bears to eternity. They 
may mak e vital questions out of many 
foolish things, but I never heard of 
their attaching sup reme imp ortance to 
their sermons beginning ex actly as the 
dock strik es 12, while, as to ending 
them at any p articular time, I have gen­ 
erally noticed their congregations to be 
more solicitous about that than the m ­ 
selves. 
We tind, indeed, it is the man 
who docs the most work who has a l ­ 
ways tin* 
most time to give to others, 
and the idlest dog who has always “ no 
turn 
to sp are," he fritters away the 
hour- he ought to employ m labor, and 
then comp lains bow closely ho has been 
k ept to his desk . It i-* so much easier to 
tell how long you have been work ing 
than to ex p lain what you have done. 
1 have written this much to show that 
I am net mvsolf a blind devotee of time, 
and therefore ap t to judge Cap tain llip - 
p d v te M* cl with harshness. 
1 have no 
personal feeling in the matter whatever ; 
1 have nevt r waited dinner for him, 
or any other man, one minute. 
People 
who do so at the risk of their whitebait 
being spoiled pay a very poor comp li­ 
ment Doth to their own p alates and to 
those guests who have arrived at the 
proper time. 
liut all persons have not the courage 


to be just, and Hip p olyte’s p rosp ects 
were blighted by a circumstance which, 
at first sight, seemed to reflect credit 
upon him. The Newmans of Eaton place 
once waited 25 minutes for him and 
got tlu ir turbot spoiled. Ibis, of itself, 
only showed that the Newmans, being 
p arvenus, were ready to abase t he m ­ 
selves before the heir p resump tive of a 
baronetcy, but old Bullion, the bank er, 
unhap p ily for Hippolyte, was also of 
the p arty and not at all inclined to 
abase himself.
